BALANCE' 



It IS GENERALLY KNOWN that some animals depend on others for their 
food. These food chains help keep the right proportions amongst all plant and 

animal life. Hut there are other "chains” that help keep nature in balance. 

One of these exists between the northern pileated woodpecker and the American 
golden-eve duck. The woodpecker’s nesting hole is used the following year by tree-nesting 
■lucks. As these ducks largely depend on unused woodpecker nests for their homes, this 
means that where rood peckers are scarce, tree-nesting ducks are also likely to be scarce. 


This is only one way that woodpeckers help 
by devouring thousands of tree-killing beetles 
and other destructive insects. All 
woodpeckers are definitely beneficial 
and should not be molested.
